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COWBRIDGE VOLUNTEERS WELCOME 
VISITORS TO THEIR CHERISHED GARDENS 



THURSDAY was a 
very busy day in the 
Old Hall Gardens 
(OHG), to quote the 
OHG project 
manager, Cow- 
bridge Charter 
Trustee Linda 
Osborn. 

“It was an amazing 
day in OHG. It started 
early with a truck load of 
plants donated by a 
member being unloaded 
with volunteers on hand 
to plant them. 

“Then about 10-ish 
through the south gate 
came an enormous 
crocodile of 37 little 
children, along with six 
helpers, from Tenner Park 
Primary in Barry.” 

Teacher Sharon Ridley 
had arranged a visit to the 
Physic Garden and 
Rebecca Exley, who 
organises visits, had 
suggested they would 
also enjoy the OHG. 

Linda took the 
children through to the 
Physic Garden (PG) 
where Sue Duffield and 
other PG volunteers 
welcomed the year-2 
class to the Cowbridge 
Physic Garden. 

Developing their own 
garden in school they 
wanted to learn about 
scented plants. 

After dividing them 
into small groups the 
volunteers showed them 
the variety of plants in 
each medicinal bed, all of 
which they could smell 
and touch. They enjoyed 
exploring the maze of 
paths around the parterre 
and identifying the 


human body part to 
which each bed relates. 

The fountain was an 
attraction, as was the 
‘secret’ path behind the 
roses where they were 
able to get close to the 
few that were in flower 
and full of scent. They 
children were shown 
how fruit trees are grown 
against a wall, with some 
already showing tiny but 
recognisable apples and 
pears. 

A display of herbs had 
been set up for the 
children to feel and 
smell, along with some 
pre-1800 scented 

pelargoniums, whose 
leaves smell distinctively 
of lemon, orange, 
peppermint and one very 


modern variety which 
they thought was funny 
because it smells like 
Coca-cola! 

The volunteers took 
great pleasure in taking 
such a delightful group 
of children around the 
Physic Garden and 
donated some plants to 
take away with them for 
their school garden. 

Visit over, and the 
excited group of children 
exited the west gate into 
the Old Hall Gardens. 

While the children 
were in the PG, the OHG 
volunteers were 

pleasantly interrupted 
again with an unexpected 
visit by the special needs 
folk from the Barry 
Support group. 


They were pleased 
that the Old Hall Gardens 
were so accessible and 
wheelchair-friendly. 
With the weather so nice 
the support group said 
they had enjoyed a very 
interesting and pleasant 
day out. 

From the formal 
beauty of the Physic 
Garden, the children 
came through the west 
gate into the Old Hall 
Gardens to meet 
volunteers Linda Nottage 
and Sue Leonard, to learn 
how a less ‘tidy’ 
gardening style has been 
deliberately adopted to 
encourage wildlife. 

They took the Tenner 
Park Primary School 
children on a clockwise 
tour of the gardens. The 
children liked the mown 
path through the wild 
meadow where they 
smelled herbs such as 
wild garlic and sage. 

Winding through the 
little paths in the Dragon 
Garden they took turns to 
hide in the willow ‘cave’ 
and saw the sprouting 
seeds in the bed sown by 
the Cowbridge Beavers 
near the Sleeping 
Dragon. 

They walked up the 
ramp to the raised 
ramparts along Lavender 
Walk and were excited 
by the castle-like bastion 
there. 

Down the steps the 
other end and the hungry 
children quickly took 
possession of the reading 
circle by the library with 
a teacher promising a 
story after their picnic 
lunch. 

Later, to the rear of the 
library they recognised 
the Beavers’ minibeast 
mansion, more 

commonly called the 
‘Bug House’, as it was 
similar to theirs at 
school. 

When shown, most of 
the children were 
enthusiastic about the 
mass of woodlice, creepy 
crawlies and slugs hiding 
under an old carpet 
square. 

A young budding 
ornithologist among the 
group identified the song 
of a robin. But like nearly 
all children, they were all 
fascinated by the pond 
with its many fishes and 
wriggling tadpoles and 


Thaw eels and 
jolly good fellows 



ABERTHAW Power Station has 
worked with Natural Resources 
Wales and the South East Wales 
Rivers Trust (SEWRT) to fund 
local “eel improvement projects” 
in and around the River Thaw. 

The aim of the project is to improve 
the habitat and access for eels on the 
river to sustain eel stocks, and they 
have ben taking the message out to 
local schools. 

A ‘scoping exercise’ has been 
carried out to identify suitable projects 
and improvement measures, and 
discussions have begund with local 
landowners and river users including 
Cowbridge Anglers. The next step will 
be to finalise the list of projects and 
improvement measures before moving 
on to implementation. 

Alongside this work, SEWRT have 
been working to secure a south Wales¬ 
wide classroom project on the 


European Eel, and have engaged with 
several schools, one being Y Bont Faen 
Primary (pictured above) in 
Cowbridge, on the banks of the River 
Thaw. 

On May 4, eels arrived at school. 
Two men from SEWRT set up the tank 
- containing more than 100 two-inch 
elvers - in the school library. They also 
provided a presentation, giving 
information on these fish. 

The children thoroughly enjoyed 
learning about the extraordinary 
journey of these eels and their life 
cycle and are now helping feed the eels 
and clean the tank. 

The eels will be staying in school 
until the end of term and during the 
week, year 4 will release them into the 
River Thaw where hopefully they will 
live for many years, before returning to 
the Sargasso Sea in eight to 10 years’ 
time to reproduce.

HARRY HAILES 
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Jail sentence for 
Penarth sexual 
predator will 
‘protect women’ 


A SERIAL sexual 
predator who 
preyed on lone 
women in Penarth 
for nine years has 
been put behind 
bars. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court 27-year-old Mark 
Maxwell was jailed for 
four years after being 
described by Judge 
Stephen Hopkins QC as 
a “dangerous 

defendant”. 

Maxwell, of 

Mountjoy Crescent, 
Penarth, admitted two 
charges of sexual 
assault. 

He was said to have a 
string of previous 
convictions involving 
sexual offences. 

The Judge said 
Maxwell had shown no 
remorse whatsover and 
admitted that he had 
been involved in such 
behaviour in the Penarth 
area for about nine 
years. 

Judge Hopkins 
stressed he had a duty to 
protect the female 
population of the town 
who were “at real risk” 
of Maxwell’s behaviour. 

Said the Judge: “You 
targeted lone females 
day and night.” 

He said that while he 
was in prison, the 
women of Penarth would 
be protected from his 
“predatory behaviour”. 

Prosecutor Tom 



Roberts said that about 
4.30pm on February 14, 
the first victim was 
walking in Plassey 
Street. 

Maxwell crossed the 
road to walk towards 
her. 

As he made eye 
contact, she looked away 
and he reached out and 
touched her right thigh 
and squeezed her right 
buttock. 

“She froze in shock” 
and was sore for two to 
three days. She reported 
the matter to the police 
and in a victim impact 
statement said she had 
undergone trauma and 
was now vigilant when 
walking alone. 

She also said she was 
in shock and didn’t feel 
safe in the town. 

She added: “I never 
thought such a thing 
would happen in 
Penarth.” She said she 
believed that she had a 
right to walk the streets 
and not feel fearful. 

The incident, she said, 
had affected her 
wellbeing. 

The second incident 
was on April 21 
involving a woman 
running on the outskirts 
of Penarth at about 
7.15pm towards the 
sports village.

He also had a 
conviction for attempted 
sexual assault and 
making lewd gestures, 
and approaching another 
woman and grabbing her 
left buttock. 

His counsel. Sue 
Ferrier, said: “It is a truly 
troubling case which has 
had a great impact on 
these women. 

“Maxwell has had his 
difficulties and made it 
worse by committing the 
second offence while on 
bail.” 

She said he had 
always felt sorry 
afterwards and 

appreciated that what he 
had done was wrong. 

She said he felt unable 
to appropriately react in 
a relationship. The Judge 
made a Sexual Harm 
Prevention Order, to run 
indefinitely.

CONSERVATIVE LEADER 
QUESTIONS VALE AM 
ON HIGHWAYS ISSUES 


THE Welsh 
Government is 
being urged to 
press on with 
improving the A48 
road through the 
Vale. 

Welsh Conservative 
leader, Andrew R T 
Davies, questioned 
business secretary and 
Vale AM Jane Hutt on 
the issue at the National 
Assembly recently. 

He told Ms Hutt he 
had raised the issue 
with her on several 
occasions. 

Mr Davies said: “It is 
now becoming 
ridiculous that we have 
collapsed manholes and 
potholes on an A road 
that is the main link 
between Bridgend and 
Cardiff, which, as you 
will appreciate, is 
heavily used. 

“I appreciate there 
are recent road 
markings that have been 
put down, which 
indicate maintenance as 
pending. 

“But as a frequent 
user of this road, very 
often the road markings 
come and go but no 


work happens in 
between. 

“Could we have a 
statement as to what 
maintenance is planned 
for the summer period 
so that when we do 
enter the winter months 
we do see genuine 
improvement in the 
condition of the road?” 

Ms Hutt said while 
the Welsh Government 
does have some 
responsibility, it is the 
Conservative-controlled 
Vale Council (formed 
after the May 4, 2017 
elections) that is the key 
highway authority in 
relation to roads within 
its area. 

Mr Davies also asked 
Ms Hutt about progress 
on the improvements to 
Five Mile Lane - the 
A4226 - which links 
Bonvilston with Barry 
and Cardiff Airport. 

Mr Davies told Ms 
Hutt: “There have been 
considerable workings 
on the site, but there 
doesn’t seem to be any 
progress on the actual 
starting of the 
construction phase of 
the road. 

“I think completion 


was due some time next 
year. Could we have an 
update as to how work 
is progressing? 

“Has there been any 
movement in the 
timeline for completion 
of this project so that 
we can be better 
informed as to how this 
£26 million project is 
developing?” 

Ms Hutt said the Vale 
Council is the key 
highway authority in 
relation to roads within 
the Vale, including Five 


Mile Lane. 

She told Mr Davies: 
“The Welsh Labour 
Government has 
provided the funding, 
which I know you've 
welcomed, for Five 
Mile Lane. 

“It is the Vale 
Council that is 
responsible for project 
managing Five Mile 
Lane. I’m sure you will 
seek an update from 
your colleagues on the 
Vale Council.”

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Dinas man’s BEM 
award for 55 years 
of voluntary work 


A MAN from Dinas 
Powys has been 
awarded the British 
Empire Medal in 
recognition of 
voluntary work 
going back 55 years. 

Mr Edward Jenkins 
(74) began volunteering 
in the village in 1962 
when he helped elderly 
people attending an old 
folks club on Wednesday 
evenings. 

His BEM citation in 
the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours List reads ‘Eor 
voluntary work in Dinas 
Powys’, but Mr Jenkins 
also has a long track 
record of volunteering in 
the south Wales deaf 
community too. 

News that he was 
getting the medal came 
as a complete shock. 
People who receive the 
award don’t even know 
they have even been 
nominated. 

He explained: “They 
write to you a month 
before to see if you will 
accept it. When the letter 
arrived, I cried, and 
thought: ‘Isn’t it lovely?’ 
” He will receive the 
medal at a ceremony at 
Cardiff Castle and will 
also attend an event at 
Buckingham Palace.

Mr Jenkins said he 
was humbled by the 
award. “Without the 
support of my wife Jane, 
who has shared me with 
various organisations 
over the years, I am sure 
I would not be receiving 
this accolade. 

“In my volunteering, I 
have often been part of a 
team.” 

Mr Jenkins lived in 
Dinas Powys until the 
age of five at which point 
the family moved to 


Barry where he later 
attended grammar 
school. In his late teens, 
he returned to Dinas. 

His parents Arthur and 
Gertrude were both deaf 
and mute and part of a 
small community of just 
five people in Barry who 
were ‘sign dependent’. 

It was in part due to 
that experience that he 
understood the need to 
help people overcome 
obstacles in life. 

He was a founder of 


South Glamorgan 

Association for the Deaf 
in 1973, which became 
Cardiff Deaf Centre in 
2013. Mr Jenkins 
currently serves as the 
chairman and all the 
other board members are 
profoundly deaf. 

He is a strong 
advocate that British 
Sign Language should be 
an official language in 
Wales and that its 
adoption would improve 
the quality of life of deaf 
people. 

He said: “The best 
vehicle to promote the 
adoption of BSE as an 
official language in 
Wales is a political 
platform. 

“It has to start locally, 
getting local authorities 
to accept that there are 
people who are limited 
and ensure those deficits 
can be overcome. 

“Profoundly deaf 
people should have 
access to public services 
in the same way as you or 

The city of Cardiff has 
officially recognised 
BSE, and Mr Jenkins 
says if that happened 
across Wales, it would be 
a big step in addressing 
inequalities faced by the 
deaf community.

Barree’s house and he 
has a permit to park in 
Beryl Road, which has 
enough room. 

He wanted his father- 
in-law to be able to park 
there too when he came 
to house-sit. 

Mr Barree said that 
although he had been 
told by the council that 
temporary permits were 
not available, he had 
seen purple ones 
recently on cars in 
Buttrills Road and 
Greenwood Street. 

The Vale Council 


informed The GEM that 
it was developing a 
‘wider parking strategy’ 
aimed at addressing 
parking issues. 

A spokesman 
explained: “There is no 
residents’ parking 
scheme in operation at 
Beryl Place so residents 
living there are not 
entitled to parking 
permits. 

“Some residents of 
Beryl Place may have 
previously been issued 
permits in error, 
possibly as the location 


has been confused with 
Beryl Road, where a 
residents’ parking 
scheme is in place. 

“The council intends 
to develop a wider 
parking strategy in the 
near future, which could 
involve increased 
resident permit parking 
provision. 

“Beryl Place is 
already on the waiting 
list for consideration. 

“We apologise to any 
residents issued with 
parking permits in error 
and advise that we are 
developing a database 
that will prevent errors 
like this from happening 
again.”

“I met representatives 
from the South Wales 
National Union of 
Mineworkers a few 
weeks ago, and they 
outlined again the case 
for a review (of the 
pension scheme). 

“We will be writing to 
the newly-elected UK 
Government, requesting 
it to consider a review of 
the scheme. 

“As a Government, 
we have indicated our 
support for a review of 
the current arrangements 
for the surpluses of the 
mineworkers’ pension 
scheme. I wrote to the 
trade unions in Eebruary 
to reiterate our support.”

I T’S rare to see 
Chris Evans on 
screen in a non- 
Marvel role; after 
all, the man who 
brings Captain 
America to life has 
in the last six years 
made several films

Gifted is his latest

out to be far more 
intelligent than any 
child her age. But Frank 
is reticent for Mary to 
be treated any 
differently, and when 
his estranged mother 
Evelyn (Lindsay 
Duncan) seeks custody 
of Mary, Frank has to 
fight to keep her under 
his wing... 

No doubt suffering 
some blockbuster 
fatigue. Gifted is an 
opportunity for Chris 
Evans to stretch his 
acting muscles; it also 
acts as something of a 
palate cleanser for 
director Marc Webb, 
last seen being vilified 
for the mundane 
Amazing Spider-Man 2. 

As such it’s a low- 
key film that keeps you 
watching throughout, 
without ever really 
kicking into a higher 
gear. It ticks some 
familiar boxes, but the 
charm of the cast and an 
emotional story that 


connects make this a 
hugely watchable piece 
of work. 

The highlight of the 
film isn’t Evans, 
however, but rather his 
younger co-star 
Mckenna Grace. It 
seems you can’t move 
for child prodigies in 
the acting profession, 
and Grace is yet another 
one to add to the list in 
a performance that is 
funny, tender and at 
times painfully raw. 

It’s mesmerising 
watching a 10-year-old 
girl hit the sort of range 
and notes that Grace 
manages to do here, 
veering from the 
precociousness of a 
child genius through to 
the childlike wonder of 
creating a new chant for 
her one-eyed cat, but 
her performance is so 
genuine that you never 
feel like you’re 
watching a youngster 
act; instead Grace’s 
superb turn shines 


brightly in the film. 

That’s not to say that 
those around her don’t 
pull their weight; it’s a 
pleasure to see Evans in 
civvies for a few 
fleeting moments and 
not having to topline the 
latest Marvel 
blockbuster. 

It’s a character that 
feels a little predictable 
in parts, the handsome, 
mystery guy with a sad 
back-story, but Evans 
fills it out with more 
than just cliche, the 
relationship with Grace 
delivered superbly and 
Evans obviously 
delights in tackling 
something a little more 
satisfying artistically. 

Jenny Slate, as the 
teacher who unwittingly 
puts the events of the 
film in motion, is most 
notably a comedic 
actress, but here she is 
strong as Frank’s 
sounding board and 
part-time love interest. 

Lindsay Duncan’s 


Evelyn is another cut 
from predictable cloth, 
but again the class of 
the actress shines 
through and makes for 
something a little more 
interesting and 
engaging. 

It’s just a shame that 
Octavia Spencer is 
saddled with a nothing 
role as Frank’s 
neighbour, a waste of 
the actress’ considerable 
talents. 

While the story 
moves through familiar 
motions, it does makes 
interesting points about 
child prodigies and 
what is best for them - 
living a normal life in 
an extraordinary way, or 
being among gifted 
individuals and perhaps 
losing their childhood. 

The script doesn’t 
rush to judge either side 
of the argument, and it 
makes for interesting 
discussion post-viewing 
as to what you would 
do in the same situation. 


Marc Webb gets over 
his post-Spider-Man 
blues by delivering 
something visually 
understated and driven 
wholly by performance. 

While the music 
director in him comes 
out occasionally (there 
are some gorgeously 
shot scenes) this is more 
reminiscent of Webb’s 
work on the incredible 
(500) Days of Summer 
than his dabbling with 
the webslinger, rooting 
the film in character and 
narrative. 

Where the film 
doesn’t quite work is its 
descent into courtroom 
drama that plays out 
with unerring 
predictability, as does 
the final 20 minutes 
which discards the 
rooted-in-reality 
element of the film and 
replaces it with 
something more 
melodramatic and less 
engaging. 

While this blots the

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A mediaeval 
"whodunnit’ 


WILLIAM 
CANTILUPE was 
brutally murdered 
in 1375 and, thanks 
to Dr Melissa 
Julian-Jones of 
Cardiff University, 
Cowbridge U3A’s 
History Group was 
able in June to hear 
all the gory details 
in a tale of violence 
and sex. 

Fortunately, all in 
the audience were 
over 18. 

Nearly all the court 
case papers are still 
available. 

The brothers Nicholas 
and William Cantilupe 
each inherited half of 
their grandfather’s estate 
as children because their 
father, although living, 
had for an unknown 
reason, been removed 
from the will. The family 
seat was in 

Nottinghamshire and 
lands were held in 
Lincolnshire and 

Yorkshire. 

In 1370, Nicholas 
married Katherine, 
daughter of the powerful 
and notorious Ralph 
Paynel. The arranged 
union was not a success 
and Katherine accused 
her husband of being 
unable to consummate 
the marriage because he 
had no genitalia. 

To disprove the 
accusation, a man would 
have to consent to an 
embarrassing 
examination (in front of 
‘wise’ women), the 
results of which would 
be a matter of open 
discussion. 

Perhaps sensibly, 
Nicholas refused to 
appear in court or ‘take 
the test’ and Katherine 
returned to her father’s 
household. 

When Nicholas, in his 
late 20s, died a few years 
later, all his wealth was 
bestowed on his brother 
William, and Katherine 
was left nothing, not 
even the return of her 
dowry. 

William, by now 
married to Maud Neville 
and rising in affluence 
and status, was attached 
to the household of John 
of Gaunt, third surviving 
son of King Edward III. 
His prospects for 
advancement looked 
excellent. 

It was in March 1375 
however, that William 
disappeared from the 
manor where his wife 
and he were residing. 
That same night the

whole household was 
closed down and Maud 
went to stay with Ralph 
Paynel, Katherine’s 
father. 

William’s body, 
clothed in riding apparel, 
was discovered in a field 
outside a village several 
miles away about a 
month later. He had been 
stabbed multiple times 
with a knife or knives, 
but there were no holes 
or rents in his clothing, 
indicating he had 
possibly been naked at 
the time of his death or, 
at the very least, re¬ 
dressed after the murder. 

Dr Julian-Jones 
investigated the 

‘Where?’, ‘Why?’ and 
‘Who?’ of the foul deed. 
For example, only three 
people had a key to 
William’s bedchamber: 
his wife, her maid and 
him. 

There was a detailed 
review of households in 
the 14th century and the 
role of the servants, 
many of whom spent 
only their adolescence in 
service. 

It did not seem 
feasible that a body could 
be carried through a 
crowded, prosperous 
medieval house to the 
stables without anyone 
noticing something was 
amiss. 

Fifteen people, 

including Maud, were 
indicted for the heinous 
crime. To avoid spoiling 
the story, in case the 
reader ever has the 
opportunity of hearing 
Melissa’s tale, suffice to 
say that two people were 
found guilty of murder 
and hanged but they were 
almost certainly hired 
minions and the real 
instigators of the slaying 
escaped punishment. 

As a postscript, it 
appears that Candleston 
Castle near Merthyr 
Mawr derives its name, 
though much corrupted, 
from a branch of the 
Cantilupe family who 
held the land in the 12th 
century.

Councillors turn 
down plans for Aldi 


AN application for an Aldi 
store on the Ty Verlon Estate 
was turned down by Vale’s 
planning committee last week. 

The matter had been deferred at a 
previous meeting for a site visit to 
take place. 

The application was 
recommended for refusal by officers 
because it might involve the loss of 
an employment site and could

Mr Rob Jones, the regional 
property director of Aldi, told 
councillors the company disagreed 
with the grounds for refusal, 
believing more shoppers would be 
encouraged to stay in the town, and 
pointing out that a new store would 
create 40 new jobs. 

However, councillors voted to 
refuse the application.

Barry’s war dead 
June 1917 


- Lest 

TO mark the centenary of 
World War One, Paul Kemp of 
the Barry at War group has 
supplied this sadly, substantial 
listing of Barry men who died 
in just one month in 1917,100 
years ago. 

Driver William Richard Conibear 
of ‘D’ Battery, 106th Brigade, 
Royal Field Artillery was killed in 
action on June 4,1917. 

Aged 20, the son of William 
Richard and Ellen W Conibear of 
Teegoffe Cottage, Linkinhorne, 
Callington, Cornwall and native of 
St Neot, Liskeard. He was born in 
Barry and is buried in Railway 
Dugouts Burial Ground (Transport 
Farm), Belgium. 

Corporal (Gunner) John 
Benjamin Bartlett of ‘A Bn. 
Machine Gun Corps (Heavy Branch) 
was killed in action in the Battle of 
Messines on June 7. 

Aged 29, he was the son of the 
late Mr and Mrs David Bartlett of 49 
Cowbridge Road, Pontyclun, and 
husband of Edna Myfanwy Bartlett, 
of Pen y Bryn, 55 Tynewydd Road, 
Barry. 

He is buried in grave A18, 
Underhill Farm Cemetery, 
Ploegsteert, Belgium. 

Private Richard G Chilcott of 
16 Platoon, D Coy, 6th Bn. Somerset 
Light Infantry was killed in action 
on June 9. The youngest brother of 
Mr HJ Chilcott of 24 Harvey Street, 
Cadoxton, Barry he is buried in the 
Heninel Communal Cemetery 
Extension, France. 

Correspondence with his sister 
Mrs AM Palmer of 23 Hunter Street, 
Cadoxton survives and includes his 
last letter to his sister dated May 30 
and her last letter to him dated June 
12 which was returned unopened. 

The local paper reported: ‘Official 
news has reached the family of their 
brother’s death in action. He was 
previously wounded (gunshot wound 
left thigh) on the 26th August, after 
treatment at Harlow Hospital 
returned to the front on March 21st 
and was killed by a shell on the 9th 
June 1917. He was 20 years of age 
and prior to the war was employed 
by the Barry Railway Company and 
resided with his sister at 23 Hunter 
Street.” 

Fireman and trimmer George 
Thomas of the SS Marie Elsie, 
Mercantile Marine, died on June 10 
as a result of an attack by an enemy 
submarine. 

Aged 49, he was the son of 
William and Mary Thomas of 2 
Lombard Street, Barry, born at 
Lisvane, Cardiff. On June 10, the SS 
Marie Elsie on a voyage from 
Penarth to Archangelsk with a cargo 
of coal was sunk by the German 
submarine U-28 (Georg Schmidt) 

125 miles NW of Cape Teriberski. 
Three persons were lost. 

Private Charles William Brown 
of the 16th Bn., Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers was killed in action on June 
14. Aged 31, the son of Bessie Hill 
(formerly Brown), of 298 Holton 
Road, Barry Dock, and the late 
William John Brown, he is buried in 
Essex Farm Cemetery, near Ypres, 
Belgium. 

Private John Hybart of the 9th 

Bn. East Surrey Regiment was killed 
in action on June 16. He has no 
known grave and is commemorated 
on the Menin Gate Memorial to The 
Missing, Ypres, Belgium. He was 
born in Barry, the son of Henrietta 
Hybart. 

Private Richard Hayne of the 1st 

Bn. the Rifle Brigade was killed in 
action on June 23. He has no known 
grave and thus is commemorated on 
the Arras Memorial, France. Aged 


Forget 

22, he was the son of Edmund and 
Martha Hayne of 100 Queen Street, 
Barry. 

On the night of June 23 at 10.30 
pm ‘B’ Company of the 1st Bn. the 
Rifle Brigade attacked German 
positions. Initially all went well, 
seven German prisoners were taken 
and numerous casualties inflicted, 
but as the attacking force withdrew 
over No Man’s Land they took many 
casualties including Hayne, whose 
body was not recovered. 

Private Charles Elmer Williams 
of the 1st Bn. Middlesex Regiment 
was killed in action on June 25. He 
has no known grave and thus is 
commemorated on the Arras 
Memorial, France. 

Aged 23, He was born in Barry 
Dock, Glamorgan, the son of John 
Williams of 150 Arran Street, Roath, 
Cardiff, and the husband of Edythe 
Williams. 

Lance Corporal Arnold Dickens 

of the 19th Bn., Welsh Regiment was 
killed in action on June 26. He is 
buried in Bard Cottage Cemetery, 
Belgium. 

The Barry Dock News reported 
“OUR BRAVE HEROES AT THE 
FRONT - FORMER POLICE 
OFFICER KILLED. Captain (ID 
Black, adjutant of 19th Welsh 
(Pioneer) Regiment, has written to 
Mr and Mrs JW Dickens, 83 George 
Street, Barry Docks, informing them 
of the death of their eldest son. 
Corporal Arnold Dickens of the 
same Battalion, which occurred on 
the night of June 26th when the 
deceased at his post of duty, was 
struck by a shell, death being 
instantaneous. 

“Corporal Dickens, who was 24 
years of age, previous to enlisting 
two years ago was a member of the 
Glamorgan Constabulary, stationed 
at Oyster-mouth, near Swansea. Mr 
and Mrs Dickens have had two sons- 
in-law discharged from the Army, 
one having been disabled at Mons, 
and the other physically unfit.” 

Private Charles Osborne of the 
123rd Field Company, Royal 
Engineers was killed in action on 
June 28. Aged 46, he is buried in 
Bard Cottage Cemetery, Belgium. 

The Barry Dock News reported: 
“SOUTH AFRICAN VETERAN 
KILLED IN FRANCE. Lieut WA 
Evans, the officer commanding No. 

3 Section, 123rd Field Company, 

RE, France, writes to inform Mr 
Sidney Osborne, 46 Kingsland 
Crescent, Barry Docks that his 
brother Sapper Charles Osborne has 
been killecl in action in France, by a 
shell. 

“He was without doubt one of the 
best and most reliable sappers in the 
company,” Lieut Evans states, and 
was a favourite with the men. He 
refused to take non-commissioned 
rank, and did excellent work at 
Mametz Wood during raids, and 
other dangerous work in our present 
area. 

“The NCOs and men of the 
section wish to extend their deepest 
sympathy to you.” 

Sapper Osborne served throughout 
the South African War with the 
Grenadier Guards. He was 46 years 
of age and re-joined the Army when 
war broke out. 

"They shall grow not old, as we 
that are left grow old; 

‘Age shall not weary them, nor the 
years condemn. At the going down 
of the sun and in the morning 
We will remember them.’

The Rest Bridge Club 
are up with the times! 


THE Rest Bridge Club was 
established over 10 years ago, 
as an offshoot from the U3A 
teaching classes in the Rest 
Home, in the days when it was 
a vibrant focal point for many 
local activities. 

The club is now one of the most 
popular in south Wales, boasting more 
than a 10-table attendance, every 
Tuesday afternoon. 

With the increasing attendance, the 
manual chore of scoring, and results 
compilation, necessitated the club 
committee assessing alternative 
methods. 

The club decided on using the most 
modern technology currently 
available. This is based on each table 
having an Android device (in our case 
modified ‘Kindles’ - but smartphones 
would be perfectly acceptable). 

These are wi-fi linked to a 
computer, running a scoring program. 
The Kindles (when adapted they are 
branded as ‘Bridgetabs’) are equipped 
with a licensed piece of software. 


which provides the players with a 
highly user-friendly colour interface 
into which results are entered as hands 
are played. 

The system has been well received 
both by players and the club 
administrators. Session results are 
available within seconds of the last 
hand being played. 

In order to fund the scheme, the club 
applied to ‘Awards Por All Wales’ 
which enables community groups to 
acquire National Lottery funding for 
appropriate projects. 

The application process was 
straightforward (online application 
taking a couple of hours), and the 
AAW response was excellent, with 
only the minimum of associated red- 
tape. The grant approval took about 
two weeks. The club committe extend 
their thanks. 

The club would also like to thank 
the national ‘Bridgetab’ agent (Keith 
Butler) for the system supply, and the 
scoring software supplier (Jeff Smith) 
for the assistance given.

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Two wins on the spin get Lions in gear... 

now to face the might of the All Blacks! 


T he 2017 British & Irish 
Lions tour of New 
Zealand has been 
something of a stop-start affair. 

While the weekend team have 
worked hard to earn victories, the 
midweek team have been less than 
successful, having lost their two 
outings in games where they must 
have hoped to perform better. 

So what better way to warm up for 
the first test than for the Lions to 
have put in arguably their two finest 
performances to date, overpowering 
the New Zealand Maoris on Saturday 
by 32 points to 10, and then defeating 
the Chiefs (who were, admittedly, 
somewhat understrength) by 34 
points to 6. 

The Lions’ switch into a higher 
gear couldn’t have come at a better 
time with the first test against the All 
Blacks on Saturday, and if ever two 
big performances were needed it was 
in these games. 

There have been plenty of flashes 
\^n the tour so far, but it took until 


last Saturday for it to form into one 
solid and satisfying performance 
against very difficult opposition. 

Points win games and while the 
Lions hadn’t been particularly 
generous defensively, offensively the 
need to get scores on the board and 
show their attacking intent was vital. 

So racking up 66 points across two 
games will be a boost for the team, as 
will the manner of the performances 
and the way certain individuals have 
shone through. 

On Saturday it was Maro Itoje and 
Peter O’Mahony in particular who 
played themselves into serious 
contention for starting roles against 
the All Blacks, while Leigh 
Halfpenny’s metronomic boot was a 
reassuring sight on a tour that has 
seen the usually-dependable Owen 
Farrell be less than impressive from 
the dead ball. 

In the backs, the likes of Ben Te’o 
and Anthony Watson shone, but 
anyone thinking that Saturday’s team 
were nailed on to start obviously 
didn’t pass the message on to the XV

that started against the Chiefs on 
Tuesday. 

Starting the midweek game before 
the first test is often a sure sign that 
you won’t be involved come Saturday, 
but the performance of many in the 
red shirt threw a few interesting 
questions in the air. 

Granted it was far different 
opposition to those faced previously - 
the Chiefs’ team depleted by those 
who lined up for Maori New Zealand 
a few days previously - but the 
manner and tone of the performance 
indicated that Warren Gatland and 
his coaches may need to do some last- 
minute thinking before naming the 
starting line-up for the All Blacks. 

Of note were Liam Williams, 
finally looking like the player he is on 
this tour, whose line breaking and 
deftness under the high ball was a 
pleasure to watch. It won’t be just 


Scarlets fans calling for him to make 
the team. 

Jack Nowell’s two tries showed his 
attacking threat when afforded space, 
while Elliot Daly’s versatility will no 
doubt come into play, the Englishman 
delivering another strong and solid 
performance. 

It suggests that while numbers one 
through to eight are pretty much 
nailed on (the issue of whether Maro 
Itoje’s dynamism and ability to cover 
several positions is best used in a 
starting or a replacement capacity is a 
tricky one, as is the selection of 
captain Sam Warburton, whose tour 
has been fragmented due to injury), 
there is room for manoeuvre in the 
backs. 

Owen Earrell’s injury means that 
it’s likely an Irish axis at nine and 10 
will start in Connor Murray and 
Jonny Sexton, but after that the hard 
questions need to be answered. 

Has George North done enough to 
warrant a starting place in the team? 
Arguably no, but when on song who 
better to face head-on the All Blacks? 


Who will occupy the centre berths? 
Each candidate has made compelling 
arguments so far, but where do 
Gatland and his coaches want to take 
the game - down the route of ballast 
and brawn, or will they be better 
served attempting to play their way 
through the middle and fight for 
space? 

If it seemed relatively difficult 
naming a test XV at the start of the 
tour, the last two performances have 
made it all the more tricky, something 
that will both delight and beguile the 
selectors in the lead-up to the team 
announcement. 

It promises to be a thrilling 
encounter with the world champions, 
and one that can be faced with much 
more confidence than in the early 
part of this tour. 

With the Lions seemingly clicking 
into a higher gear, and the knowledge 
that a series win over the All Blacks 
will be both momentous and historic, 
Saturday can’t come soon enough! ^
